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Water hookup agreement 
reached with North Reading 


The water ‘mains for four homes 
being constructed by the Wilming, 
ton Housing Authority in the "Lost 
Colony,” may be installed soon. 
North Reading selectmen voted 
their approval of an agreement 
Monday night 

North Reading had been reluctant 
to provide water for the four 
homes, although it does provide 
water for other homes in the area 
A letter from North Reading Town 
Administrator Jeff Zager to the 
housing authority had set forth ten 
conditions for connection to the 
water main 

Wilmington officials met with 
their North Reading counterparts 
on Friday morning and reached 
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agreement, with Wilmington ac- 
cepting eight conditions. Wilming. 
ton will grant North Reading an 
easement for water mains. Three 
three-way valves requested by 
North Reading will be installed, to 
be paid for by the state 

Meanwhile, four homes have 
been delivered and set on founda. 
tions in the King Street area. The 
four homes for the Lost Colony are 
now scheduled for delivery in the 
second week of August. 

The "Lost Colony” is a part of the 
former real estate development in 
the early 1920s, in North Reading 
and Wilmington, A Quincy resident 
named Fletcher bought up a farm 
and subdivided the land, but not

To get sewer 
service those neighbors will have to 
join in a common venture to get 
service,or else wait for many years. 

The sewer, if it is constructed, 
¢ to go under the railroad 
and that can be expensive. 


a dozen or so prospective 
Sewer users would be able to share 
the costs, and that is what Bernie 
will be talking about, in the near 
future with his neighbors, 
So he told the water and sewer 
commissioners on July 16, 
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according to planning board 
standards. The result was that there 
were house lots in Wilmington 
which could be reached only by 
going through North Reading. The 
publisher of this paper, many years 
ago named the homes in that area 
the "Lost Colony” because it was so 
separated from other parts of 
Wilmington 

The word "fletcher" comes from 
Robin Hood days of England. A 
man was a fletcher if he was the 
person who put feathers on arrow 
to increase the accuracy of the 
archers. Fletcher named his real 
estate development “Arrow Acres, 

People who built their own homes 
in Arrow Acres installed their own 
water mains, from the North 
Reading system, and without 
proper engineering advice. Rocks, 
which engineers would insist being 
removed, were left in place, and 
too often the water mains were not 
at a depth which would ensure 
against freezing. 

The Wilmington 


Water 
Sewer Commissioners, over the 
years, have refused to accept 
Tesponsibility for those water 
mains, this being a part of the 
problems for the two towns. 

North Reading, has a 
problem, in that a dam on Martins 
Brook in Wilmington causes 
occasional floods over Burroughs 
Road in North Reading, which 
provides the only connection for 
the Lost Colony and several homes 
in the Martins Pond area of North 
Reading. North Reading has 
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proposed that Wilmington lower 
the water level of Martins Brook, 
by digging a deeper channel where 
the brook flows under Salem 
Street 

This point had been addressed to 
the housing authority, although the 
dam is maintained by the Wilming 
ton Water Dept 

Digging a deeper channel at that 
place would not change the levels of 
the water, Wilmington engineers 
have advised. 


Derailment 


A passenger train derailed in 
Wilmington center on Monday 
morning with only minor conse- 
quences. There were no injuries, 
and only minor damage to the 
tracks 

The derailment took place at 7:55 
a.m. on the northbound track. One 
truck" of a car left the tracks 

Some delays resulted, and repairs 
were completed before the evening 
rush hour 

The cause of the accident is still 
under investigation.

A whitewater trip on 
the Kennebec in Maine

Water comes in all sorts of colors 
and temperaments. 

‘There's the black, quiet water of a 
deep pond, the eerie green of the 
sea before a storm, and the clear 
gleam of a tinkling trout brook. All 
are peaceful and for the most part 
silent -- the perfect place for deep 
thought. 

On the far end of the scale, how- 
ever, is the terrifying roar of an 
angry river, with water as white as 
sun-bleached bones. A whitewater 
river is no place for deep thought, 
only for thoughts of the deep and 
how to avoid getting sucked into it. 

Guess what I did last weekend ... 

Seven of us headed north for a 
weekend trip to do battle with the 
raging Kennebec River in central 
Maine. This scribe was joined on 
the journey by Town Crier ad 
manager Stu Neilson, Wilmington 
printer Steve Crampe and his 
soft-spoken wife Cindy, computer 
entrepreneur Bill Meegan, and Vin 
"The Singing Carpenter” Mirisola 
and his ddte Kathy Cummings. All 
were outfitted with life jackets and 
paddles, given a brief lecture on 
what to do and how to respond to 
the guide's orders, then loaded onto 
a bus for a ride to the headwaters of 
the Kennebec. 

The Kennebec is normally a quiet 
stream with deep pools full of fat 
brook trout and landlocked salmon, 
according to our guide, barrel- 
chested Cliff Stevens of North 
American Whitewater Expeditions, 
Inc. of West Forks, Maine. 

The Kennebec River near Indian 
Pond, however, is also the site of a 
big hydroelectric dam. When the 
state needs electricity, say around 9 
a.m. on most days, then the sluice is 
opened to feed the turbines and the 
runoff joins the flow of the placid 
and scenic Kennebec. 

That's when the river changes 
from a crystal trout stream into a 
growling monster. The water 
below the dam tums picturesque 
waterfalls and sunbaked rocks into 
frothy, roaring whitewater, with 
runs bearing such deceptive names 
as the "Rock Garden,” the "Three 
Sisters,” and the "Z Turn." The 
names don't do justice to the watery 
horrors they represent. 

Heading downstream from the 
launch point, after waiting our tum 
along with dozens of other rafts, a 
muffled roar could be heard from 
somewhere downstream, Uh-oh. 
Battle stations. 

The first run of the trip is called 
the Alleyway. It sounds simple, but 
it isn't. The Alleyway has sheer 
stone walls on either side, which 
echo with the roar of the water. 
The bouncing ride through the 
Alleyway ends in a momentary 
quiet spot, called the Cathedral, 
where the now-soaked crew has a 
chance to bail a foot of water out of 
the inflatable boat.

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The Alleyway is also the point of 
no return heading into the narrow 
Kennebec River Gorge. Once past 
the cliff-sided Cathedral, you're 
committed to the remaining 12 
river miles to the pickup point. 

And just for good measure, the 
river then puts you through the 
aptly-named Whitewasher, perhaps 
to keep you mindful of just where 
you are, 

The next half hour which 
passed like half a lifetime -- was 
spent alternately paddling like mad 
to keep the boat under control, or 
using the bailing bucket to give the 
river back her substance. The few 
glimpses of scenery we caught were 
stunning, but you can't see much of 
the world while hundreds of 
gallons of water are pounding on 
your skull. 

The most terrifying portion of 
the trip, however, came while 
approaching the harmlessly-named 
"Magic Falls.” All the rafts that day 
pulled up to a quiet stretch of 
shoreline to plan and regroup 
before tackling Magic Falls. What 
spooked us the worst was what 
another guide said while warning 
his charges about what lay ahead. 

Magic Falls, the guide said, was 
made up mostly of submerged 
rocks. The rushing water created 
“hydrological suction holes,” which 
could pull you under -- and keep 
you there, The looks of naked fear 
‘on some of the faces in the other 
rafts, most of them teenage girls, 
was a sight to behold. 

Our guide Cliff told us he wasn't 
worried about our crew, since we 
seemed pretty strong on the oars. 
Hmmm, As a precaution, though, 
Cliff pumped more air into the raft, 
to make sure the sides were inflated 
firmly enough, then ordered a few 
inches of water dumped back into 
the boat for better momentum. 

Uh, momentum? Whyzat, Cliff? 

The toughest part of Magic Falls, 
he told us, was to attack it fast 
enough. If the raft didn't have 
sufficient speed to plow through the 
huge standing wave on the far side,

As we waited, another raft went 

into Magic Falls, and flipped. Just 

what we wanted to hear, Hmmm. 

Our turn, Magic Falls could be 
heard, but not seen, until we were 
right in the monster's mouth. Then, 
suddenly, the nose of the raft swung 
down, and for a split second we 
were looking into a ten-foot deep 
trough of ugly green water, with a 
foaming crest on the far side, 
higher than eye level. Gulp! Cliff 
issued the command "HANG ON!" 
which we most certainly did. 

We crossed the bottom of the 
trough and slammed into the far 
side, but the cresting wave over our 
heads made it impossible to tell if 
we were clear of the beast. 

Our momentum carried the day, 
thankfully, and a few more wild 
bumps completed our passage of 
Magic Falls. Whew! Thinking back 
on the episode, we were all too busy 
paddling and holding on to be 
afraid of the Falls. 

The remainder of the trip, or at 
least most of it, was quiet and 
scenic, which helped greatly to 
soothe our jangled nerves, 

An added bit of fun were the 
water fights with the other rafts. 
Also, the Kennebec was so warm 
that most of the crew went over the 
side to swim along with the current. 
Your author, it should be noted 
here, should have spent more time 
swimming and less time soaking up 
a brutal dose of sunshine on the tops 
of his thighs. (I limped for days.) 

A hearty lunch back at the head- 
quarters building topped off the 
journey, for a total elapsed time of 
about five hours. It felt like ten, 

‘An added bonus to the tip was 
photo coverage, of all things. Just 
down the street from North 
American Whitewater is a place 
called Action Photography, where 
we had a chance to look over both 
videotapes and color slides of our 
trip, and there we were! Hey! 

In the thick of doing battle with 
the Kennebec, it seems there was 
indeed a brief glimpse of a 
mysterious figure or two standing 
along on the shoreline. We later 
learned that someone from Action 
Photography, along with one of the 
owners of the nearby Marshall 
Hotel, were shooting us as we 
Passed! 

North American offers a number 
of whitewater'rafting trips besides 
the Kennebec, some of them limited 
to spring runs, Other trips include 
the Dead and the Penobscot Rivers 
in Maine, and the Housatonic in 
Connecticut, along with various 
wilderness fishing trips.

Pit Bull Terrier attacks have 
provocative news stories lately, with a number of incidents 
oceurring throughout the countr 
But according to Carter Luke, Director of Shelters for the 
19s. Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals,

In the town of Lynn, which has had the greatest problem 
with Pit Bull attacks, a 'breed-specific law’ has been 
proposed, This would outlaw the private ownership of the 
the Pit breed itself. Luke and the M.S.P.C.A. are opposed 
to this, as "Breed specific laws won't protect citizens from 
the whole wide range of vicious dogs, and most Pit Bull 
dogs are friendly companions; most aren't dangerous." 
Luke went on to explain that the courts will tend to throw 
out breed specific laws, as mixed breeding makes 
identifying a dog's exact lineage difficult at best. 

According to Carter Luke, the reporting lately on Pit 
Bull Terriers has become sensationalized. He commented 
that people have been attacked by many dog breeds, but 
that only Pit Bull attacks have received the media attention. 
"Everytime someone is bitten by a Pit Bull, you're 

uuranteed mass media coverage, but not when another 
breed commits the same act." Luke also referred to a case 
in Lawrence last May where a man died of a heart attack 
after having been chased by two dogs, one of which was a 
Pit Bull. When it was reported on the news that the Pit in 
question would be given to the M.S.P.C.A., they received 
six calls from people wishing to take the dog in. Luke

district in their entirety," he said. 

“The numbers just simply could 
not be worked out,” he continued. 
"Our whole process was limited by 
the reality of hard numbers, and the 
numbers just simply would have far 
exceeded legal norms.” 

The 20th Middlesex District as it 
now stands and as re-approved by 
the House and Senate includes the 
entire town of Tewksbury and 
Precincts, 1, 2, 4, 5, and 6 of 
Wilmington. 

"That district totals 38,949 
population,” Miceli said. "And it is 
the 10th largest House district 
among the 160 in the state. Adding 
precinct 3 would have pushed the 
total population of the district up to 
42,146 and that would have failed 
both the test of fairness and the test 
of law.” 

Miceli stated that while the two 
communities wouldn't be joined in 
their entirety, he was pleased, 
nevertheless, at both the 20th 
District plan andthe statewide plan. 

“It was an honor to be selected to 
the Redistricting Committee by 
Speaker Keverian," said Miceli "It 
was a vote of trust and confidence 
in me by the Speaker. And it 
carried one overriding mandate. 
To rediswrict fairly.” In conjunction 
with this mandate, public hearings 
were held statewide. Initial 
redistricting drafts were refined 
into a near-final version which 
Miceli and other committee 
members presented at a series of 
state-wide public hearings. 

The final version, presented to 
the House this past week, was 
approved by a 151 to one rolicall 
vote. 

“I think that kind of bi-partisan 
support indicates the fairness 
written into redistricting by the 
Committee,” Miceli said. 

"We tried to treat every district 
and every community fairly and 
evenly in accordance with legal 
standards and precedents.” 

"Some areas--such as Greater 
Boston--did lose some seats. Some 
areas--such as southgastem Massa- 
chusetts--gained seats. And a 
number of districts had to be 

changed, some in a major way," 
Miceli said. "The population 
numbers required it and some of 
those changes did cause community 
and district disruptions. 

"But," Miceli pointed out, "We 
were able to keep our two home 
towns free from change and 
disruption. And even though we 
could not unite both towns entirely, 
the geographic and numerical 
integrity of the 20th Middlesex 
District was protected.”

From time to time stories 
have appeared in this paper of 
the volcanoes that were 
prevalent in this area during 
Triassic Period (from 150 to 200 
million years ago). 

Cook’s Hill in South Wilm- 
ington, through which Route 38 
cuts, near the real estate office 
of Marion Murphy, is one of the 
best examples of an old voleano 
in Wilmington. 

There were others, for a ty 
of rock known as basalt is to 
found in other places, and basalt 
is produced in volcanoes. Basalt 
may be seen on Wood Hill, near 
the Burlington-Wilmington line, 
and also in the cuts made for 

Route 38, where the Woburn 
Street-Park Street bridge 
crosses Route 93 are several 
types of basalt. 

Basalt was known to the coal 
miners of England as ‘trap’ for 
it was found by them to be a 
block or dike, in their coal 
mines, where hot lava had 
poured into cracks caused by 
earth quakes. When the miners 
arrived at a seam of ‘trap’ they 
knew that there was no more 
coal to be found, at that par- 
ticular level, without hard work. 

‘Trap’ is one of the best stones 
that can be used in the construc- 
tion of macadam highways 
Hard and durable, it was used in 
most of the modern highways 
built in eastern Massachusetts 
in the past fifty years. 

The cliff that seems to 
overhang the Wob 
urn-Wilmington line, in Cook's 
Hill, is a trap. On top of it, fifty 
or sixty years ago, was building, 
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Basalt (‘trap’) and the Triassic Period 


of stone, built by a Greek- 
American who intended it to 
become an Orthodox Church. 

Going south from that point 
there are many traces of 
volcanoes. Many of the hills in 
North Woburn are of volcanic 
origin, and the center of Woburn 
was located at the base of three 
voleanoes — hence the winding 
roads there. 

Still further south, near the 
Winchester line, is a huge hill 
known as Blueberry Hill, and 
also as Blueberry Mountain 
The name Blueberry Hill goes 
back to before the days of the 
Spanish American War, and 
perhaps even further, and was, 
at first entirely unofficial. To- 
day the hill is known only by that 
name, and there is a road near- 
by which is known as Blueberry 
Hill Road. 

It is a big one, solid rock, and 
mostly trap. 

In 1905, a quarry was started 
there by General Goethals, he 
who built the Panama Canal 
The quarry was a part of the 
General Crush Stone Company, 
a Pennsylvania organization 
Today it is owned by the Win- 
chester Crushed Rock Company 
(although it is almost all in 
Woburn) 

Genera! Goethals, an eminent 
engineer, realized that a lot of 
crushed stone was going to be 
needed, for the coming 
highways in America, and that 
was what led to the establish: 
ment of the quarry over 
12,000,000 cubic yards of trap 
were within Blueberry Hill (or 
Mountain) 

Another quarry, established 


at about the same time, for the 
same reason, is in Saugus, near 
the ocean. It has reddish colored 
basalt, and the rock from this 
quarry can be recognized in 
many of the macadam highways 
in eastern Massachusetts. 

The basalts in the Blueberry 
Hill quarry are mostly black, 
but there are some veins of 
other colors to be seen, in- 
cluding some red trap. 

In the 1920's, for nearly 20 
years, the Boston & Maine and 
other railroads in New England 
began to ‘ballast’ their rights of 
way, to increase safety and 
speed. The operation consisted 
of putting crushed rock beneath 
and around the railroad ties. A 
tremendous amount of crushed 
rock was used, and the Win. 
chester Crushed Rock pit was a 
busy place. 

It was a fascinating place for 
the kids of that age, and the 
company had its hands full, 
keeping them out of the quarry 

Above, on top of the Hill, half a 
dozen huge drills would work all 
day long, drilling six inch holes 
down into the hill. Down below a 
steam shovel would load rock 
into the dump cars of a little 
steam railroad, which hauled 
the rock to the crusher about 
quarter of a mile away, and 
dumped the rock with a mighty 
roar 

The rock, crushed, would fall 
onto a rubber belt conveyer 
which took it high up into a bin 
where it would be screened and 
separated according to size 

Railroad cars, or trucks would 
back into the bin, and in a mat 
ter of seconds would be filled 


with graded crushed rock, to the 
accompaniment of an ear split- 
ting rumble. Hundreds of tons 
were shipped out daily. 

The company installed a huge 
air compressor, with an electric 
motor that must have had 250 
horsepower, to operate the drills 
by air power. Air hoses led up 
onto the mountain, like tentacles 
from an octopus. 

Then every afternoon, about 
4:30 p.m., the quarry would be 
cleared of workmen. No one 
would be allowed within a 
quarter of a mile of the ‘face’ of 
the operations, for on top of the 
mountain, at the drill holes, men 
were lowering dynamite’ into 
holes which had been drilled. 

At about 5:15 p.m. the dyna. 
mite would be exploded — half a 
dozen ‘Warumphs’ would fill the 
air, and there would be half a 
dozen small clouds of smoke, as 
new rock tumbled to the bottom 
of the face. 

It was a very satisfactory 
operation from the standpoint of 
the small-boy spectator, and 
over on the Boston & Maine 
railroad, half a mile away. 
homeward bound office workers 
from Boston could, if they took 
their noses out of their evening 
papers, see the blasts as they 
occurred, and then, two or three 
seconds later, hear the noise. 

As the quarry became bigger 
and bigger it became a fertile 
hunting ground for ‘rock 
hounds,’ amateur and profes 
sional geologists. Various types 
of beryl have been found there 
occasionally, and there are 
many types of pegmalite and 
other rocks. Geology classes

from both Harvard and Radcliff 
used to make regular visits to 
the quarry 

Operations stopped about 
1958, when the demand for trap 
had lessened to the extent that it 
was no longer economically 
worthwhile to operate. Later 
someoneget fire to the building 
that houses the compressor 

But the quarry is still there, 
1200 to 1400 feet long, and dug’ 
over 400 feet into the mountain, 
with a face that is over 100 feet 
high in places. About 2,000,000 
cubic yards of stone have been 
taken out, and perhaps there are 
10,000,000 yards left, if opera 
tions are ever again worthwhile. 

It is still a fascinating place 
On top of one of the cliffs is a 
building that seems ready to 
make a great leap forward into 
nothing. It houses an electronic 
laboratory which is testing wave 
action, and nearby is the labora- 
tory of the U.S. Public Health

Service, which tests foodstuffs 
for ‘radiation fallout’ 

‘The quarry is the site for tests 
by the Monsanto Chemical 
Company of a new explosive 
which they are developing 
About twice a month they ex 
plode a three pound charge, 
under carefully controlled con- 
ditions 

There is more-to-do about 
those little explosions than there 
ever was of the tons of dynamite 
which were exploded there Peo- 
ple imagine things — call up 
Winchester Town Hall of the 
Fire Department, and even a 
sonic boom, caused by an 
airplane is often reported as be. 
ing evidence of another explo 
sion in the old quarry 

But the old quarry sits there, 
perhaps larger than General 
Goethals had envisioned it, 
awaiting while steel turns to 
rust, either the résumption of 
operations, or Judgment Day 


Hill was chief of police, but he had-a problem

Walter A. Hill was just about the 
kindest man who ever lived in 
Wilmington, but he had a problem. 

His problem was based on the fact 
that he was the chief of police in a 
day when the Volstead Act was the 
law of the land. Walter liked to take 
ano ional drink, Sometimes he 
took it at the wrong time. 

He was also a person who did not 
like to see acts of violence, With 
that kind of attitude it is sometimes 
difficult, one can say, to be a chief 
of police. 

Born in Stoneham, he moved into 
Wilmington about 1906, His home 
was the finest one along Main 
Street, located at the corner of 
Main Street and Middlesex Avenue. 
It still exists, but is on the opposite 
side of Middlesex Avenue. Today it 
is an office building, and beside that 
office building is an apartment 
building which was at one time the 
barn, behind the home of Chief 
Hill, 

Did Chief Hill buy that home, 
about 1906? Did he inherit it? Was 
he a relative of Cyrus Carter, who 
was a prominent manufacturer in 
Civil War days? Or was he a 
relative of the third wife of Cyrus 
Carter, a lady who was (and still is) 
known as Sarah Davis Jaquith 
Carter? 

She was also, incidentally, the 
granddaughter of the man who was 
the corporal, in the company of 
Captain John Harnden, at the time 
of Bunker Hill. 

The Sarah D J Carter lectures of 
Wilmington were established by the 
will of that lady, and they continue 
to this day. 

Henry Carter of what is now High 
Street, in Wilmington, was @

prosperous farmer who did well in 
the growing of hops, about the time 
of the War of 1812. His home still 
stands. 

One of his sons, William H., built 
the big home which today is 14 
High Sweet. He was the treasurer of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad many 
years ago. The other son, Cyrus, 
built the home on Main Sueet 

Both were, incidentally, descen- 
dants of the Rev. Thomas Carter, 
first minister of Woburn, back in 
1643. And both were, as is 
evidenced by their homes, fairly 
prosperous individuals. 

The house that Chief Hill bought 
or inherited had along front walk, 
going up from Main Steet, There 
were lilac bushes on each side, near 
the steps. It was quite a home. 

When Wilmington’s Chief of 
Police, Bill (William) Swain 
resigned in 1912 to become the 
chief of police in Reading, Walter 
A. Hill was named to the post by the 
board of selectmen.The few per: 
sons in Wilmington today who 
remember Walter A. Hill agree that 
he was a very nice person 

Wilmington was a nice quiet 
town, with a good railroad 
connection to Boston. During 
morning and evening hours there 
was a train to or from Boston about 
every 20 minutes. There was a 
special (sort of) train at the Silver 
Lake station in the morning known 
as the 8:11, or the Nashua Express. 
That train arrived in Boston, 17 
miles away, in 19 minutes. That is 
better time than one can do that 
distance today. 

Whether or not the town should 
buy a motorized fire engine was the 
big discussion of the day. The vote 
was no and instead the town spent 
$1500 to put in a number of wells,

Chief Walter A. Hill found 
himself in an unpleasant situation 
He had become an alcoholic. 

It wasn't easy, in the beginning, to

once a month or so, Walter Hill 
would go to Lowell on the 
streetcar, on a Saturday afternoon. 

He would be in Wilmington 
Square standing around in uniform. 
He just couldn't help himself, when 
the Lowell car stopped. Walter Hill 
would find himself swinging 
abourd, and 15 or 20 minutes later 
he would be enjoying a cool one, in 
a bar in Lowell 


That evening, say about nine 
o'clock, Herb Barrows would get a 
telephone call from a friendly 
Lowell cop. “Come up and get your 


chief” would be the message 

Herb would harness a horse to an 
express wagon and go to Lowell 
Walter Hill would be stretched out, 
on the sidewalk, in full uniform, in 
the full bliss of an alcoholic 
sleeping it off 

Men standing around would help 
get the chief into the back of the 
express wagon, and Herb would 
take the chief home and help put 
him to bed 

No one in Wilmington talked 
about it, Walter was just to nice a 
man. 4 

But the story would be repeated 
about four weeks later 

Another story to tell of those days 
is of the Jackson Club. It was 
located at the corner of Grove 
Avenue and Wild Avenue, the road 
that led down to the Silver Lake 
railroad station 

Young men from Charlestown 
were in that club. They were 
always on the lookout for some fun 

One story is about the Jackson 
Club and the street lights. 

The boys owned a Ford touring 
car, model T, of course. At night 
they would drive around, with a 
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MON - FRI 7 a.m. - 7:30 p.m. 
SATURDAY 8:00 a.m. - 12:00 noon 


single shot .22 rifle, shooting out 
sueet lights. If they missed, they 
would back up and take another 
shot 

Chief Hill had nothing to do with 
the sweet light episodes, Maybe he 
knew nothing about it 

Walter Hill knew about the 
evening that the riot occurred, 
because he was there 

The boys in the club had been 
beering up, and were in a good 
mood, in a manner of speaking, 
when the fighting started. 
Somebody called Walter Hill, and 
somebody called Herb Barrows. 

Herb arrived to find the chief 
distressingly ringing his hands, He 
did not relish getting into the riot, 
on a personal basis. 

When Herb arrived, he took one 
look, and then took personal action, 
He went in and he grabbed the first 
young man he came to by the 
collar. Then he dragged that young 
man out of the house, and down to 
Silver Lake. There the young man 
was thrown in the water, 

Oh, but he will drown!" the 
chief wailed. 

“Let the bastard drown!" said 
Herb, and he went back to collar 
another young man. 

But there were no young men 
left, in the Jackson Club.

New NET technology links

hair-thin glass fibers in each cable. 
"The new cable will be able to 
transmit more than 34,000 


simultaneous calls, which will be 
clearer and more reliable than 
those carried by traditional copper

This cable will enhance the 
offering of state-of-the-art tele- 
communications facilities between 
the Tewksbury and Wilmington 
central offices and will satisfy all 
forecasted calling requirements. 
This will help provide the most 
modern service for all business and 
residential lines between these two 
towns. 

“We want to continually meet the 
telecommunications needs of our 
customers,” Ravenesi said. "Fiber 
optic and digital technology will 
help enable us to achieve that goal." 

NET will have installed more 
than 60,000 miles of fiber optics in 
Massachusetts by the end of this 
year, 

These projects are part of NET's 
$495 million construction program 
this year to expand and improve the 
telecommunications network in the 
Bay State.

While teaching my stepsons the 
wonders of fishing and hunting, I 
keep one ironclad law in effect at 
all times -- if you pack it in, you'd 
damn well better pack it back out 
again. There are no excuses for 
littering. 

Nothing -- absolutely nothing -- is 
so rankling as to see litter while out 
fishing, or hiking through the deep 
woods. The sight of a pristine pine 
forest is ruined, for me at least, by 
seeing a discarded Bud can in the 
picture. And it doesn't stop there. 

Litter comes in many forms -- all 
of it ugly, improper and dangerous. 

Yes, dangerous. My college paper 
once got to to print a sad photo of a 
seagull, taken at the school's duck 
pond, The picture was sad because 
the gull was being strangled by a 
plastic six-pack holder wrapped 
around its neck 

(If it sounds like I'm on a soapbox 
for this one, good. Indeed I am 
This is one issue where I'll allow no 
quarter. I've even been known to 
slam on the brakes to make a 
passenger to go back and pick up a 
gum wrapper tossed out the car 
window.) 

Almost all of the litter found 
outdoors is avoidable. The only 
liter with an official sanction, 
however abhorrant, is the sewage 
output which appears on coastal 
beaches. Plastic tampon applicators 
on the beach mean there are open 
sewers nearby, pouring into the 
sea, and that is terribly wrong 
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God will not forgive us for 
poisoning the planet. 

USS. Rep. Gary Studds, though 1 
may not entirely agree with him as 
a person, has proposed legislation 
making it a crime to litter the sea. 
Sounds good. 

For me, perhaps the strangest 
evidence of water pollution I found 
came last year, while fishing along 
the banks of the Merrimack River. 
The rocks below the bridge near 
ULowell were covered with -- and 
this is a cold fact -- tomato plants! 
There had to be thousands of 
tomato plants growing there, on 
both sides of the river . 

The reason, simply, is that we 
don’t digest the seeds when we eat 
tomatoes. The seeds went from 
table to toilet, and the sewers then 
poured into the river. The seeds 
simply washed ashore and did what 
they do best 

Thankfully, the Environmental 
Protection Agency came down hard 
‘on the city of Lowell for not having 
the sewers connected. The heavy 
fines imposed on the city ($10,000 
a day) have hastened the process of 
getting Lowell tied into the sewage 
treatment plant on Duck Island 
Bully! 

But there is a lot that can be done 
on a more local scale. You don't 
have to be a city government (0 
help stop the trashing of America. 


First and foremost, everyone 
needs to break the old habit of 
throwing junk on the ground,

Bob Bennett, dealt one-by-one 
with almost all the things that 
could go wrong in the system 
By midweek, students and 
teachers had forgotten to worry 
about how they appeared on 
camera and by week's end, 
Howland was able to involve 
everyone in discussions of

Reading, The Third Parish 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


Reading was a baby once, 
fondly called Wood End. 

Wakefield was its mother 
then, and bore its own child's 
later name. 

But Wood End wanted to 
move out of the house. 

Like an indulgent parent in 
any age, Wakefield (then 
Reading) offered Reading (then 
Wood End) a bribe ~ 17 pounds 
a year — to shut its mouth and 
cease its clamor. 

Perhaps the parent got a 
bargain. In any case Wood End 
stayed at home, its mouth 
closed for 26 years. 

And then the noise resumed 

Local histories usually 
provide a complicated mosaic — 
often seeming to be primarily 
tales of separation, annexation 
and division. 

The modern town of 
Reading’s tale is no exception. 

Once called “the Cinderella of 
the Readings” -— she has 
evolved from wood lot and West 
End to William Lloyd 
Garrison's “banner town” of 
the anti-slavery movement. 

Woburn historian Edward 
Johnson - writing in 1651 — 
commented that “Reading hath 
her habitation in the centre of 
the country.” 

He meant, of course, that it 
was in the center of the then- 
settled portion of New England. 

Edwin Conklin, writing 
considerably later (1927), 
described the town as it had 
come to be after almost three

Her father ordered 
her off the phone, but the man 
from Disney liked her voice and 
had her in for an audition. 
It took three years for the 
animated project to come to 
fruition. But, it wasn’t until her 
work as Snow White was almost 
completed that Caselotti said 
she discovered that the actors 
who voiced the dwarfs earned 
$150 a day, while she pulled in 
$20, except for the last three 
when she was given a raise 
to $50. She later earned more 
money doing sporadic 
promotional work. 

Although Caselotti readily 

admits that this unpleasant 
aspect of a pleasant experience 
was unfair and frustrating, she 
amazingly does not appear to be 
harboring bitter or caustic 
feelings. 
“To be truthful with you I 
don’t think it was terrible 
because this man was a very 
great man and what he thought 
was the right thing to do might 
have been right. Who knows, 
really. What might be legal or 
illegal became important later. 
Like, he would not use my name 
on the screen. He felt it was 
spoiling an illusion. He had to 
change this when he did the next 
movie because they were 
getting after him with legal 
angles. 

“1 have learned never to 
dislike Walt Disney, if anything 
I love this man. He's with me, 
he’s not dead. I feel his presence 
is everywhere.

Although Caselotti did admit 
that deep down she feels they 
are wrong, especially when she 
was recently told she was too 
old to lift the veil on the Snow 
White star on the Walk of Fame 
in Hollywood. A young woman 
in a Snow White costume was 
placed in the limelight and 
allowed to present the star, just 
as a nameless young woman in 
costume recently completed a 
19-city promotional tour. While 
pretty and sweet and quite 
gentle with children, the 
costumed Snow White could do 
little more than gurgle about 
gooseberry tarts and her 
charming prince. 

When “Snow White” was 
made, times were very tough at 
the Disney Studios, and 
residuals were not paid out on 
Projects until after the early 
Fifties, which could easily 
explain the lack of money up 
front. But Caselotti said that in 
1949, when she was going 
through some lean times and 
went to Disney looking for work, 
she was given neither the work 
nor a small percentage of the 
enormous wealth which she 
helped that cartoon to amass. 

“I don’t get any money when 
the film is shown and I never got 
any money for recordings that 
were made. They made a set of 
records that you can buy today, 
50 years later, of Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs with the 
original voices. And they finally 
did put my name on that, but I 
never got a penny for that. But, 
there was no law that said you 
had to. Some people are great- 
hearted and some are not. 
Maybe Disney felt he had a hard 
time making money and wasn’t 
going to part with any he didn’t 
have to. I don’t know, I never 

got a chance to talk with him 
about that.’”

“I’m really nervous,” says 
Howland. “I've never done 
anything like this before.” 
Being on camera is not all that 
makes him nervous. Although 
he has a technical assistant 
today, in the future he, as the 
teacher, will be expected to 
lecture, write, ask and answer 
questions - and control all three 
cameras and any other audio- 
visual material through the 
switches at his fingertips. He 
sees his own students in front of 
him, Wakefield students on the 
large TV, and himself or 
whatever image he decides to 
project on a smaller TV perched 
atop the larger one. He must 
also be aware of what the 
microphones are projecting and 
whether he and the other 
students are close enough to 
them. 

The students walk in and sit 
down, automatically and 
predictably pushing their desks 
too far away from the mikes in 
front of them. They move 
closer. The system is turned on 
and Wakefield hears a lot of 
“bacon and eggs frying” which 


sounds, when transmitted back 
to Reading, like “popcorn.” The 
magic marker squeals every 
time it hits the paper; bells ring 
at different times to announce 
the end of different periods and 
it’s difficult to tell whether 
they’re ringing in the hallway or 
on the TV; the master mixer, 
the audio output, and the white- 
balancing cameras need ad- 
justing. At the end of day one, 
the conclusion is that “the 
system is workable.” 

Once the link was made

Of the three, Reading, though 
last in actual development, 
managed to retain the old title. 

In a sense then, the history of 
Reading as a separate 
reference unit does not really 
begin until 1673. 

It was not until that year, 
according to Conklin, that the 
present, Reading - received 
mention, “it then being spoken 
of as Wood End, probably 
because of the density of its 
forest, and the source of the 
wood supply of the colony.”” 

The three parts of the set- 
tlement which were to become 

, Separate towns were initially 


known as parishes, with 
Wakefield the first, North 
Reading the second and 
Reading the third. 

Conklin portrays ‘Wood 
End’s’’ early cry for in- 
dependence: 


“The second parish had been 
promised a separate organi- 
zation as soon as it could care 
for a church and minister, 
which condition it met, and was 
rewarded in 1713. 

“Meanwhile Wood End had 
grown and wanted a parish 
government of its own. This was 
objected to by the mother 
parish, and to silence the 
growing child, 17 pounds a year 
was voted Wood End (1730), if 
for 10 years they would cease to 
cry for a division. 

“Quiet reigned until 1756, 
when a petition was made for an 
independent church. But not 
until 1769 was the area, now 
Reading, set off as the Third 
Parish.” 

The first meeting of the new 
parish — which contained at 
least 55 houses - was held on 
August 6. Its first order of 
business was a vote to complete 
the meeting-house already 
started on the common, ac- 
cording to Conklin. 

“There followed an 
mediate expansion in 
population,” he continues, ‘‘and 
the West End ceased to be the 
Cinderella of the Readings. By 
1810, the three had a population 
of 2,228 residents.” By 1860, 
Reading alone had 2,662 
inhabitants. 

“Except as disturbed by 
wars,'’ Conklin wrote, 
“Reading pursued a quiet 
existence until the Federalists 
and Republicans began their 
argumertts over the advisability 
of declaring war against 
England in 1811. The 
Republicans took advantage of 
the political difference in 
Reading and brought about the 
setting up of South Reading as a 
separate town, February 25, 
1812. 
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It was not until 1853 that the 
town of North Reading was 
incorporated — but by 1844 
sufficient amity had been 
restored for the three units to 
join together in the bi- 
centennial celebration of the old 
town, and in 1894 they joined 
again in the 250th anniversary 
of the founding of ‘Ancient 
Reading.” 

Reading, of course, “although 
a rural community,” according 
to Conklin, ‘did not escape the 
effects of tilts with the Indians 
and the early wars of the 
country. When it was seen that 
war with England was 
inevitable, the town voted ‘to 
maintain their Charter Right 
in every constitutional way, 
in June of 1774. 

Prepared by “the hardy life’’ 
they lived, according to 
Conklin, “the men of Reading 
were prompt to enlist in the 
conflict which followed. The 
minute-men were at Lexington, 
and one of her sons, Dr. John 
Brooks, later governor of the 
Commonwealth, was a captain 
of the company. More than 400 
men served in the Continental 
armies... 

“A document of this time 
shows that Reading citizens 
were not above holding slaves, 
but it is also interesting to note 
that the first ladies’ anti- 
slavery society was formed in 
Reading. The first male society, 
auxiliary to the New England 
Anti-Slavery Society, was also 
organized here.’ 

William Lloyd Garrison, in 
fact, Conklin points out, said 
that “for some time Reading 
continued to be the banner town 
in the anti-slavery conflict.” 
And when the war between the 
states came, Conklin continues, 
the town entered the fray 
“heart and soul. Companies 
were formed; 34 more than her 
quota enlisted, 411 in all, Fifteen 
were killed in battle and 33 died 
of disease."’
